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KCF Will Take Campus Approach 
To Community Center Programmin g

The firm of Keyes Condon 
Fiorance (KCF) of Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., in association 
with the Vitetta Group was 
hired by the City of Green- 
belt to provide professional 
architectural and engineer¬ 
ing services for the renova¬ 
tion of Center School as a 
Comunity Center. Council 
approved the selection of the 
firm at its regular meeting 
on September 17, but has 
yet to approve the scope and 
fee proposal. 

The city received responses 
from 31 interested architectural 
firms and interviewed six. Sit¬ 
ting on the interview committee 
were Michael McLaughlin, as¬ 
sistant city manager, and Celia 
Wilson, director of planning; 
Community Center Task Force 
Chairman and architect William 
Stratton; and Mohan Dbar, fa¬ 
cilities planner for the Maryland. 
National Capita] Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission. Their recom¬ 
mendation to council of KOF- 
Vitteta was unanimous. 

According to Wilson's memor¬ 
andum notes for the council 
meeting (she was not present), 
“Not only does this firm display 
the range of experience desired 
for the project, but they have a 
comprehensiveness in approach, 
excitement, interest, and creativ¬ 
ity unmatched by the other 
firms interviewed.” 

The project, wrote Wilson, in¬ 
cludes both programming and 
design. During the Process of 
reviewing proposals, the com¬ 
mittee came to believe the pro¬ 
gramming phase should be broad¬ 
ened. The Community Center 
should be viewed as part of a 
campus including the Youth 
Center, Municipal Building, li¬ 
brary and swimming pool com¬ 
plex together with the surroun¬ 
ding land. Programming in the 
Community Center will neces¬ 
sarily affect programming in 
these other facilities. McLaugh¬ 
lin reported to council that KCF 
in its initial presentation at the 
interview told the committee 
they would want to use a cam¬ 
pus approach in developing a 
program for the Community 
Center. 

The fees must be readjusted 
to include the expanded scope of 
the project. Staff expects to re¬ 
turn to council for final ap¬ 
proval at the next meeting after 
making the necessary adjust¬ 
ments. 

Method of Programming 

KCF uses an “inclusive” ap¬ 
proach to programming, said 
Philip Esocoff, AIA and a prin¬ 
cipal in the firm, in responding 
to questions from council. That 
means, he explained, well first 
want to collect information on 
the building and surrounding 
grounds and all the potential 


uses. Next, he said, we will hold 
a charette in which profession¬ 
als, users and citizens can see 
where and how programs would 
actually fit, and then set some 
goals. The firm would then take 
all of this information and put 
together the most comprehen¬ 
sive plan possible which matches 
the budget, and some valid al¬ 
ternatives and bring those plans 
back to a second charette for 
final decision-making. In the re¬ 
maining step the firm would pro¬ 
duce a written program. 

Recent Projects 

Recent projects of KCF and 
the Vite'lta Group (which spe¬ 
cializes in historic renovation 
and restoration) include the de¬ 
sign for the Greyhound Bus 
terminal renovation now under¬ 
way. The old terminal, built in 
the 1930’s, like Center Silicol, is 
one of the Washington area's 
remaining outstanding art deco 
buildings. Other projects have 
included the Torpedo Factory in 
Alexandria and the National 
Gallery of Art* 

Esocoff explained to council 
how KCF helped Georgetown 
Day School sufficiently clarify 
their conflicting needs for a mul¬ 
tipurpose gymnasium in order 
to provide both a gymnasium 
and a small “black-box” theater 
within the school's projected 
budget. Esocoff called this “pipe 
dream planning,” Tell us ev¬ 
erything you really want and 
we'll surprise you with what can 
fit. The firm believes in crea¬ 
tive double use of space at dif¬ 


ferent times to provide maxi¬ 
mum programming. 

He was amenable to Council- 
member Antoinette M. Siam's 
challenge to keep this project 
within its budget, a category in 
which, she said, recent projects 
of the city have failed. 

Russell Perry, AIA and a prin¬ 
cipal of the firm also, would be 
the project manager. KCF would 
employ as team members a 
number of small companies to 
provide expertise in various as¬ 
pects of the project, including a 
cost consultant.

Semi-finalists 
are top scorers in each state. 
They must advance to finalist to 
be considered for Merit schol¬ 
arships. 


Beauchamps Achievements 
Lauded on Her Retirement

Gifted teacher. Community leader. Scholar. Femin¬ 
ist. Humanist. These are some of the terms used to de¬ 
scribe Virginia Beauchamp on her retirement from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland after 25 years on the faculty of that 
institution. Virginia was honored at a retirement dinner, 
May 25. She has been a Greenbelt resident for over 30 
years, is a former editor of the Greenbelt News Review and 
is currently a staff member. 

Among the speakers at her 
retirement dinner were Univer¬ 
sity President William E. Kir- 
wan; Deidre David, Chair of the 
English Department; Eugene 
Hammond then Associate Chair 
and now Acting Director of the 
English Department; Claire 
Moses, Acting ChaiT of the 
Women’s Studies Program; 
and Jill Greenberg, consultant 
with the Mid-Atlantic Center on 
Race and Gender Equity at 
American University. Each high¬ 
lighted a facet of Virginia's ca¬ 
reer and interests. 

Feminist 

Kirwan paid tribute to Vir¬ 
ginia's “scholarly achievements, 
her dedication as a teacher, her 
service to the University com¬ 
munity and her public service 
to the State of Maryland. Vir¬ 
ginia embodies what one can as¬ 
pire to be as a faculty member,” 
he said, “She has excelled in all 
these areas, while also working 
steadfastly on behalf of women's 
rights,” he acknowledged. 

All of the speakers praised 
Virginia's work on women's is¬ 
sues. She is a former chair of 
the President's Commission on 
Women’s Affairs at the Univer¬ 
sity and was the first coordi¬ 
nator of the Women's Studies 
Program (Jan. 1974-June 1975).

GEAC Hopes to Improve Traffic 
Safety at High School Crossing

The council worksession of 
August 30 concerned with 
Greenbelt Road traffic in 
front of Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) provi¬ 
ded the basis for much of 
the discussion at the Sept. 
6 meeting of the Greenbelt 
East Advisory Coalition 
(GEAC). Six GEAC repre¬ 
sentatives who had attended 
the worksesssion shared 
with their colleagues the re¬ 
sults and promised action 
iteir/\ 

worksession had been at¬ 
tended by engineers from the 
State Highway Administration, 
Greenbelt Police Chief James 
Craze, County Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Castuldi, State Senator Leo 
Green, State Delegates Buzz 
Ryan and Joan Pitkin, as well 
as the city council. School board 
representative Suzanne Plogman 
was unable to attend because of 


illness and Delegate Mary Con¬ 
roy by a death in the family. 
(“Can you tell it’s an election 
year?” asked a GEAC member 
who wished to remain anony¬ 
mous.) 

One item had already been 
implemented between the work- 
session and the GEAC mes.Lir.g-— 
the placing of traffic guards at 
the ERHS entrance from 9 to 
9:30 a.m. and 4 to 4:30 p.m., 
when buses are arriving and 
leaving. The school is also in¬ 
vestigating building a sidewalk 
from Greenbelt Road to the door. 

James Foy, GEAC chair, said 
that he would be writing to Gov¬ 
ernor Schaefer urging his sup¬ 
port for two additional safety 
features. While the intersection 
of Greenbelt and Frankfort 
Roads does not warrant a traffic 
light, according to an SHA traf¬ 
fic study, a blinking yellow light 
could be installed if money could 
be found. Foy will ask for 
Schaefer’s efforts for a light 
and for a reduction in speed lim¬ 


it on Greenbelt Road from 45 
to 35 MPH in front of the 
school. According to SHA engin¬ 
eers, the current 45 is appropri¬ 
ate by the “85th Percentile 
Rule:” If 85 percent of drivers 
are “comfortable” at a given 
speed limit, the speed cannot be 
lowered without enabling state 
legislation.

this institution as much as by her 
concern that barriers to women’s 
full participation be eliminated.” 

Humanist 

Virginia’s sense of fairness was 
also a theme of Hammond’s re¬ 
marks. He praised Virginia not 
only as a feminist but also as 
a humanist. Her concern for 
women’s issues “were not done 
at the expense of men,” Ham¬ 
mond commented, “She has deep 
concern for her community and 
for all people.” Hammond stated 
that Virginia's interests went be¬ 
yond the academic, and connect¬ 
ed her to the world around her, 
He cited her community work in 
Africa and for the Red Cross as 
examples. 

Hammond also remembered 
that when his daughter was born 
nearly nine years ago, Virginia 
had cautioned him to “be careful 
not to suppress her will,” He 
felt that this was good advice 
in that parents have a tendency 
to be more cautious with their 
daughters than with their sons. 
He says he has followed this ad¬ 
vice and is grateful to Virginia 
for giving it. 

Scholar 

In the English Department at 
the University, Virginia is known 
for the diversity of her interests 
and talents. She is a Shakespeare 
scholar and regularly conducted 
seminars on The Bard. She also 
taught courses on Maryland his¬ 
tory and women's studies. 

In 1987, Virginia authored A 
Private War, based on the letters 
of a 19th century Baltimore 
woman, Madge Preston. Using 
her own work as an example, 
Virginia showed her students how 
they could do similar kinds of 
research on a particular person 
to learn more about a subject

Give Credit Where 
Credit Is Due 

To the Editor: 

In his acceptance of the 
state and county funding for 
Parcel 1 (“City Parkland Mon¬ 
ey”, News Review, Sept. 13.) 
Mayor Weidenfeld was reported 
as saying that the acquisition 
of Parcel 1 had been a “long- 
term goal of the city.” How¬ 
ever a look at recent history 
shows that this 1985 commit¬ 
ment had been virtually aband¬ 
oned by the city council and was 
only revived in response to in¬ 
tense, sustained citizen lobby¬ 
ing. 

Back in 1987, I asked a mem¬ 
ber of council about the status 
of city efforts to acquire Parcel 
1. The member’s response was 
to assure me that Parcel 1 
would never be developed be¬ 
cause of access and sewer ser¬ 
vice problems. Rather than a 
progress report on acquisition 
efforts, this reply seemed to be 
a rationale for not buying it. 
Just six weeks later, on Novem¬ 
ber 19, a developer (who at that 
time was a prospective buyer of 
the parcel) presented council 
with a development proposal for 
Parcel 1. At this worksession, 
not one member of council in¬ 
formed the developer of any 
“long-term goal” on the part of 
the city to acquire the land for 
green space. 

When citizens in attendance at 
the worksession reminded coun¬ 
cil of this goal, the Mayor

spoke diseouragingly about the 
idea of city acquisition of Par¬ 
cel 1. Among other things, he 
stated — in the presence of the 
developer — that he had heard 
prices as high as six million 
dollars for the parcel (This com¬ 
ment was reported in the No¬ 
vember 26, 1987 News Review.) 
At subsequent City Council 
meetings packed with citizens 
favoring acquisition, members 
of council admonished speakers 
that they were “talking the 
price up” simply by urging city 
acquisition of the land, and gave 
excuses for council inaction 
(such as “we were told it wasn’t 
for sale”). 

After more than a year of 
citizen insistence and as an elec¬ 
tion loomed ten months away, 
council finally voted (in Febru¬ 
ary 1989) to condemn the pro¬ 
perty. Had council taken this 
action back in 1985 — for a 
considerably lower purchase 
price — they would have saved 
taxpayer dollars, plus a lot of 
time and trouble on the part of 
citizens. 

The final outcome is a happy 
one, and the funding assistance 
from our county and state offic¬ 
ials is certainly appreciated. But 
let's give credit where credit 
is due. Had it not been for the 
sustained efforts of Greenbelt 
citizens, there would be houses 
all over Parcel 1 by now.

Wheaton Metro Opens, 
Many Bus Routes Change 

Nine Metrdbus routes serving 
Wheaton Plaza will be rerouted 
to the new Wheaton Station be¬ 
ginning Sunday, September 23. 
At the same time, a Ride-On 
shuttle between Wheaton Plaza 
and the Wheaton Station, desig¬ 
nated Route 40, will begin oper¬ 
ating approximately every 10 
minutes during plaza shopping 
hours. 

Starting Sunday, September 23 
the C2 route, which runs from 
Beltway Plaza to Twinbrook 
Metro station, will stop at the 
Wheaton Plaza Metro station 
instead of the Wheaton Plaza 
parking lot. 

Then starting on Sunday, 
September 30 the existing Route 
C2 will be divided into two over¬ 
lapping routes, Routes C2 and 
C4. Route C2 will operate be¬ 
tween the Wheaton Metro Sta¬ 
tion and Beltway Plaza via 
Veirs Mill Road. Reedie Drive 
and Amherst Avenue to Univer¬ 
sity Boulevard, then present 
routing to Beltway Plaza. Route 
C2 will operate every 30 minutes 
weekdays and Saturdays. Route 
C4 will operate between the 
Twinbrook Metro Station and 
Langley Park, and will operate 
every 30 minutes weekdays, 
Saturdays and Sundays.

When traveling from Green¬ 
belt to the New Carrollton Met¬ 
ro station, the R15 will travel 
via Hanover Parkway, Mandan 
Road, Ora Glen Drive, Hanover 
Parkway, Princess Garden Park¬ 
way, Annapolis Road, 85th Av¬ 
enue, and Ellin Road. The R15 
bus will use the Route 450 side 
of the New Carrol iton Metro 
station. 

When traveling from Green¬ 
belt to the New Carrollton Met¬ 
ro station, the Rll bus will trav¬ 
el down Greenbelt Road, Cherry- 
wood Lane, Breezewood Drive, 
Springhill Lane, Springhill 
Drive, Edmonston Road, Kenil¬ 
worth Service Roadway, Green¬ 
belt Road. Kenilworth Avenue, 
Crescent Road, Hillside Road, 
Laurel Hill Road, Ridge Road, 
Gardenway, Crescent Road, 
Southway, the Baltimore- Wash¬ 
ington Parkway, 1-95, Corporate 
Drive, and Garden City Drive. 

The R2, R4, R6, and R7

30, providing service to more 
Greenbelt East neighborhoods. 
In addition to the current serv¬ 
ice on Mandan Road and Han¬ 
over Parkway north of Green¬ 
belt Road, the route will also 
serve Ora Glen and proceed 
down Hanover Parkway to the 
New Carrollton MetroRail sta¬ 
tion. 

The route change is being im¬ 
plemented as a six-month trial 
period, based on an initial re¬ 
quest from Hunting Ridge res¬ 
idents. 

Assuming there will be suffic¬ 
ient ridersMp to make the new 
route permanent, GEAC mem¬ 
bers asked about the possibility 
of erecting shelters at the bus 
stop, such as those on Crescent 
Road near the police station, 
Buddy Attick Park and Boxwood 
Village. Foy noted that the lo¬ 
cal homeowners asociatio-ns had 
contributed to the cost of the 
shelters in their neighborhood. 
He is investigating the cost of 
such shelters. 

Bike Path 

Would it be possible to install 
an overpass over Greenbelt Road 
at Frankfort to connect the city 
trail system? Such an overpass 
would serve bikers and hikers 
on the planned city-wide trail 
system, as well as eliminating 
the hazard to ERHS students 
who cross Greenbelt Road. Dor¬ 
othy Pyles raised the question, 
which had come up at a Green- 
briar Association meeting and 
asked of SHA representatives 
at the council worksession. 

While the SHA response had 
been that people don’t use steps, 
Pyles and Roy Daihl suggested 
that the geometry of the site 
would allow ramps rather than 
stairs, encouraging both pedes¬ 
trian and biker use. Dahl noted 
that the overpass could serve as 
a key link to connect up with 
the bike paths in the central 
part of the city and encourage 
bicycle commuting to the new 
MetroRail station. Without such 
an overpass, users of the “city- 
wiide trail” system would be 
forced to ride bikes in traffic or 
hike across a major highway, 
hardly a “trail” environment. 

GEAC decided to address a re¬ 
quest for study of the proposal 
to the dty council. 

The next meeting of GEAC 
will be held at the Greenbriar 
community center on Oct. 4 at 
7:30 p.m.

MV A Offers Amnesty 

Maryland State Police and the 
Maryland Motor Vehicle Admini¬ 
stration (MVA) have announced 
an amnesty program for motor¬ 
ists avoiding vehicle excise taxes 
by failing to legally register and 
title their vehicle. 

“It's a 60-day amnesty period 
from September 1 until the end 
of October,” stated W. Marshall 
Rickert, administrator, Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Administration. 

“In the 60-day amnesty period, 
there is no prosecution and the 
funds will be earmarked for 
Maryland’s developmental^ dis¬ 
abled,” added Riekert. The Motor 
Vehicle Administration estimates 
the average vehicle excise tax to¬ 
tals $300 per vehicle. Maryland 
law requires new residents to 
register and title vehicles within 
30 days of establishing residency 
in Maryland. The penalty for 
failing to properly register and 
title a vehicle could result in a 
fine up to $1,000 once the am¬ 
nesty period ends October 31.

For Energy Services Aid 

The Maryland Energy Assis¬ 
tance Program (MEAP) opens 
its doors on October 1. This pro¬ 
gram provides elegible residents 
with financial assistance on their 
heating bills or rent. The pro¬ 
gram continues until March 31, 
but residents are encouraged to 
apply now. Applicants need not 
wait for an emergency before 
applying. 

Households with a variety of 
income may be eligible for as¬ 
sistance: elderly or disabled res¬ 
idents living on a fixed income, 
low-wage earners, recipients of 
Veterans or Social Security 
benefits and those receiving 
Public Assistance. 

The Office of Energy Servic¬ 
es (OES) operates the program 
in Prince Georges County. Last 
year over 4.900 eligible residents 
received M1EAP benefits. 

The benefit amount is based 
on household size, gross monthly 
income, and type of fuel used 
for heating. Benefits are for¬ 
warded directly to the energy 
supplier and then credited to the 
customers account.

Flu Shots Recommended 

To be protected for the 1990- 
91 flu season, the American 
Lung Association of Maryland 
recommends that high risk indi¬ 
viduals consult their physicians 
about obtaining a flu shot be¬ 
tween October 15 and Novem¬ 
ber 15. “Flu shots have to be 
taken once a year since the spe¬ 
cific virus strains change annu¬ 
ally,” said Eugene R. Bleecker, 
M.D., president of the Maryland 
Thoracic Society, “Since the flu 
vaccine is made from inactivated 
viruses, no one can get influ¬ 
enza from receiving the flu 
shot.” 

Influenza and pneumonia com¬ 
bined have ranked as the sixth 
leading cause of death in the 
United States since 1979. At 
greatest risk from severe effects 
of the flu are the following 
groups: adults and children with 
chronic disorders of the cardio¬ 
vascular or pulmonary systems, 
including children with asthma; 
residents of nursing homes or 
ether chronic care facilities; 
otherwise healthy individuals 65 
years or older. Physicians, nurs¬ 
es, and other personnel who 
have contact with high risk pa¬ 
tients, and providers of home 
care to high risk persons such 
as visiting nurses, as well as all 
household members including 
children, also need to be vaccin¬ 
ated because they can transmit 
influenza to high risk persons.

Cats Need Vaccine 
To Prevent Rabies 

Cats are eight times as likely 
as dogs to contract rabies in 
Maryland, according to the Mary¬ 
land Veterinary Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. Maryland has one of the 
highest incidences of cat rabies 
in the Mid^Atlantic States where 
the disease has been spreading 
northeastward for the past eight 
years in wild animals, particu¬ 
larly raccoons and skunks. There 
were 389 reported cases in all 
species of domestic and wild ani¬ 
mals in the state in 1989. 

One reason for the increase 
in cat rabies, according to the 
veterinary association is that cats 
are less likely to be vaccinated 
against rabies than dogs, al¬ 
though Maryland law requires 
cats to be vaccinated. Less than 
60 per cent of cat owners take 
their animals to a veterinarian 
for care or vaccinations, the as¬ 
sociation reported.

Volunteer Tax 
Counselors Needed
